and .tilvri' mines. Their crime ccinsihts 
in ilieir loving liberty more than 
slavniy. On all sides of tliis inoiirnful 
throng uro the C'os.sacks, and doubtless 
another company of them is in the rear, 
to see that no one of the poor unfort- 
iinate.s, weighted with chains, shall per- 
chunco escapo. No country but Russia 
would permit itself to be disgraced by 
the passagi! of such a ])roccssion. A 
duliglitful country it must be — with 
Pxplo.sion.s, executions, Absolutism, 
NihiliBm, the knout, imprisonment, 
slavery, poverty, floods and famine-to 
call to it the particular attention of the 
rest of the world. From it and 
all akin to it, good Lord, deliver uh. 

Beooher's Bullloa. 

One of the mysteries of the age is 
what Herii\ Ward Beeclier has doiio 
with lii.s money. For some time he was 
in receipt of .•i>-0,000 from his church, 
1^10,000 from his newspaper, .§20,000 
from hih lecturing, and §10,000 from 
marriage fees, literary works and his 
books, making a total of §60,000 a 
year. Yet Beecher never had any 
money to spare. His liousehold was 
modest, not expensive ; his wife was ap- 
parently not extravagant ; he gave no- 
thing that was known to charity, and 
yet he was always impecuniou.s.

He told me he did tbi-, because 
the young birds liad all grown up and 
flown out of the nest : and yet it w as a 
marvel that, in his old age, he should 
leave his comfortable home upon the 
nights of Brooklyn and go into narrow 
quarters as a boarder. lie spoke \\ith 
a sigh and very evid(.'nt regret at the 
breaking uji of bis oUl house. This 
was strange, but the unfinisheil story in 
regards to his farmer, Thomas Tiirner, 
at Peekskill is still more strange. 

When Turner died Mr. Beecher took 
charge of his papers, and burned a 
largo number of them, among which, it 
ia alleged, were a number of promissory 
notes. The whole thing has a queer 
look, and the question which agitates 
newspaper men in where lias all the 
money he has made in the last fjuarter 
of a century, amounting to nnllions, 
gone to?

Crop Prospects at LaJso La Haclio. 

A Correspondent writing from Lake La 
Hache under date of July lOih says : Pall 
wheat m this section was almost entirely 
winter killed, and the land which it oc- 
cupied was [iloiighed u|i and sown witli 
spring grain. The spring crop prospect is 
exceedingly good. It was put in under 
very favorable conditions and its present 
a|)pcaranco is far ahead of what it was 
last year, ov even for several years past; 
having had plenty of rain irrigation was 
rendered unnecessary. The timothy hay 
crop is above the average. Wild hay is 
not so hetivy as last year; but swamp 
meadows are much dryer than usual, and 
had farmers the choosing they would 
always prefer dry meadows ami light 
crops to wet meadows and heavy 
crops. Owing to the facility of cutting 
wild hay this year, occasionud by the dry 
ne.ss of tho meadows, farmers, though 
tlu^y have much hayloft over fioiii la.sl 
year, intend cutting a great deal this 
year. They are determined never ag.iin 
to be in the same fix as during tin- wiiiler 
ofIfi79-.SO.
